ANOTHER PATCH FOR 
PAYNE'S TARIFF BILL 


Western Senators Discover an Alleged 
Mistake in pat ob 4 Bill, and 
Revolt Staved nly After 
Strenuous Work, 


Washington, D.C., Aug. 2—Once 
more the unexpected happened today 
and the patch work tariff bH1 again 
staggered to%the edge of defeat. A 
large sized ‘snake’ which wriggled 
out of the leather schedule caused the 
acare. Discovery was made that in 
mollifying the western senators, who 
had insisted on reduced duties on 
boots and shoes, gn return for free 
hides, the canny Aldrich phalanx from 
New England had handed the insurg- 
ents a ten-cent cut on shoes from 
leather which is no longer used in the 
making of shoes, except suéh as are 
worn by the inmates of penal institu- 
tions. ‘ 

The explosion split wide open the 
plan to rush the conference report 
through the senate. In a twinkling 
the insurgents had ‘te-formed their 
lines and with a round dozen of new 
recruits they faced Aldrich with 
majority of six votes against the bill.

LYNCHED NEGRO MURDERER} 


Pratt City Mob Took Long Standing 
Revenge. 


Platt City, Mé., Jaly 2—Brought 
back from Kansas City, where he had 
been taken for safe keeping from mob 
violence, Geo Johiiton, who ambushed 
and. murdéred John .W. Moore, a 
wealthy farmer near Smithville, this 
county, on June 20, was taken. from 
the county jail at 2 o’elock this morn- 
ing by an armed mob and hanged in 
Piatt City’s main street, 

The sheriff says he believed public 
sentiment against Johnson had died 
down and that he would be safe in 
the steel cell. Johnson’s trial was 
set for today.

SHOF RAILWAY 
i IN ALBERTA 


What the Canadian Pacific is Doing 
in Different Lines in the Province 
of Alberta — Everything Now 
Ready for the Harvest. 


Calgary, August 2.—It is doubtful 
if there has ever been so much rail- 
way building in Alberta as at 
present time. The C.P.R. is 
ceedingly active, and its crews of men 
yresdotted all over the province. 

In an interview with Mr, A, 
Price, general superintendent, a 
glance was given yesterday of the ac- 
tivity throughout the province.

The work on é 
Macleod and Lethbridge is nearing 
the completed stage. Laying steel 


has been started, and the work wil! 
be completed before the end of Sept- 
ember. This new line will ~pass 
through a very excellent country. 

The road from Kipp to Alderayd+, 
which means the short line from Cal- 
gary to Lethbridge, is progressing 
very nicely. The road is to run to 
Aldersyde, at least the C.P.R. has 
received no other information, 

The road will be to Carmangay by 
the middle of September. It will not 
come any further this season. 

The branch from Langdon north is 
progressing favorably, and the road 
has been graded some distance north, 

On the Wetaskiwin branch the road 
has been graded to Wikie, which is 
the next divisional point east. That 
will complete this Wetaskiwin branch, 
which runs from Weteskiwin to Sas- 
katoon, That will cut the Edmonton 
business off from the main line, and 
will give a short line from Edmonton 
to Winnipeg. The road along this 
line should be finished by Ootober 1, 

Grading is completed from Stettler 
to Castor, gnd the road will be com- 
pleted in about six weeks’ time.

ZEPPELIN MAKES LONG FLIGHT 


Most Successful in Experence of Ger- 
man Aeronant. 


Frankiort, Aus 3.—The_ dirigble 
balicon Zeyy+ om EL steered by Count 
Zeppelin bunself decended here this 
afternocn vetween 2 and 3 o'cloek 
having sailed from Freidrichshaten, 
a distance of about 220 miles, at an 
average speed of 21 miles an hour. 
Half of the time the flight was made 
against strong head, winds, 

Almost the whole population of the 
¢ity was in the streets or on the air 
navigation exposition grounds to re- 
ceive Count Zeppelin and loud cheer- 
ing, band playing and factory whist 
ling began when the airship was 
sighted at a height of 990 yards, com- 
ing at a forty mile an hour rate. 

The balloon circled about the city, 
displaying ‘the ease with which she 
answered her rudders, and then des- 
cended lightly into an enclousure 
made by wire and two regiments of 
infantry alighted on the four sides 
‘ot the square 100,000 people or’ more 
outsige the barriers yelling like mad, 
and two batteries of artillery saluting. 

The performance today while not 
so far as the trip ftom Friedrichsaten 
to Bitterfield and return, which the 
count mdde a couple of months ago,) 
was the most successful flight yet 
made as no accident happened and 
the creft overcame the strong wind 
which prevented progreas at one time 
for 25 minutes although the propel- 
lors were going at a rate which other- 
wise would have driven the vessel- 40 
miles an hour. 


FACING STARVATION 
IN STRICKEN DISTRICT 


Thousands in Mexico Are in Pitiful 
Condition—Crops Destroyed hy 
Earthquakes—People are Without 
Food and Shelter—Rain Adds to 
Distress. 


—— 


Mexico City, Aug. 2.—With all 
crops destroyed by the terriffie heat 
following 75 distinct shocks, thous- 
ands of persons in the district of Ar- 
capuleo and elsewhere in the State 
of Guerrero are stueving to death. 
Heavy demands have been made up- 
on the rural districts by persons liv- 
ing in the open in the stricken cities 
but those in the once fertile farms 
are as badly in need of foods as the 
réefuge¢a in the cities, where the suf- 
fering is reported to be terrible. 
Heavy rains are falting and soaking 
them to the skins. Raids have been 
made by the famished throng on sup- 
plies that were buried in the ruins 
when the store buildings crashed jo 
the ground, and with the water sup- 
ply greatly curtailed, the condition of 
the people is pitiful. Relief trains 
have been made up in the capital and 
are being rushed with supplies to the 
stricken disricts, but in reaching Aca- 
pulco supplies will have to be carried 
overland or by water from Santa Cruz 
districts. Officials are doing their 
best to relieve the suffering while wo- 
men and children are fighting for 
piaces in the lines of the commisary. 
The damage in and around the can. 
tal is the heaviest in years. 


CANADIAN DIRECTORS

President of Grand Trunk Says Can- 
adian Board of Directors is not 
Proven WNecessary—No Ailiance 
Yet Made Between G.T.P. and 
Allan Line.

WINNIPEG BUILDING PERMITS 


Total of Six Millions For Half Year> 
Great Record.

Winnipeg, Aug. 3.—fstimating from 
the daily figures handed out by the 
building inspector's office, the total 
of new permits issued for the curreut 
month will be over the million dollar 
mark which will givé a sum total for 
the first seven months _of the year o 
$6,462,450. This amount will be for 
a total of about 1,900 new étryuctures. 
At the end of July last year thure 
were 1,022 permits issued for $3,°33,- 
000, so that the present building re- 
cord is just about double that of lasi 
year. 

If the present pace is maintained, 
the progress of Winnipeg for 1900 
should be equal to any past year tu 
point of builéing construction, and

Two Members of Count Von Ham- 
merstein’s Party Drowned— 
“- Count Saves Himself.

Bulletin Special, 

Athabasca Landing, Aug. #—News of 
a double drowning fatality, in which 
two members of Count Alfred von 
Hammerstein’s party, R. Volkeovsky 
and Ed. Lafrance, lost their lives run- 
ning the Grand Rapids, was received 
here today, and the R, N. W. M. P. 
left at once to obtain fuller particu- 
lars, and if possible, to recover the 
bdies. Count Von Hammerstein mir- 
aculously escaped death in the same 
manner as hie companions, by cling- 
ing to a dry boulder in midriver until 
help arrived, 

Details of the accident are lacking, 
but the experienced) rivermen “here 
believe the craft in which the party 
Was traversing the rapids was swamp. 
ed by striking a boulder in mid-river. 

The Grand Rapids are 93 miles in 
length. They begin at a point which 
takes its name from the rapids, and 
which is 165 miles down the river 
from Athabasca Landing, and extend 
to Fort McMurray. Throughout the 
entire 93 miles the river is a wild and 
raging torrent, The oldest riverman, 
who has run them many times, ex- 
periences the same sensations which 
the imminence of great danger occa- 
siona, each time he shoves the nose 
of his craft into the current from 
which he may not emerge until the 
end of the long series is reached. At 
just what point in the rapi@s Von 
Hammerstein’s boat was swamped is 
as yet unknown. Any one of the 
thousands of partially submerged 
boulders which mark the rapids, might 
have caused the upset. 

Count Von Hammerstein and his 
party left the Landing in a small skiff 
on the evening of July 20, with the 
Count handling the stern sweep. The 
skiff was made at Lesser Slave Lake 
and was used by the Count to eail 
from the west end of the lake to the 
head of the Little Slave River. It(was 
a much smaller craft than is generally 
used in running the rapids, but the 
party were travelling light and the 
attempt to tun fe rapids in the skiff 
was not considered more dangerous 
than usual, 

Thirty miles above Grand Rapids, 
Colin Fraser’a fur party, which was 
proceeding up the river, saw the skiff 
go by on July 23. The Fraser party 
was camped fer the night and they 
had no conversation with the Count 
or his men save to call, “Hello.” 

R. Volkskovsky, one of the victima, 
had been with Count Von Hammer- 
stein at Lesser Slave Lake during the 
latter’s oil-boring operations and polit- 
ical campaign. kd, Lafrance was 
picked up at the Landing, when the 
Count and Volskovsky arrived from 
Lesser Slave Lake, having come down 

xe Little Slave and Athabasca rivers, 

olkskovsky was well known in Ed- 
monton, Hg is a Russian by birth; 
28 vears of*age, and a man of keen 
mind. He was well educated, having 
mastered not only his native language 
but English, French and German, He 
lectured several times in the capital 
on Socialism.

IMMIGRATION DOUBLE 
OF ANY PREVIOUS YEAR 


That is the Estimate That Has Been 
Made by the Different Immigca- 
ton Agents in the Cty of Calgary. 


Calgary, Aug. 2.—The flow of im- 
migration inte Alberta has been much 
heavier for the past six months than 
for the corresponding period in any 
previous year, and this is borne out 
by the reports from the various offi 
cals in Caigary who have to deal with 
the influx. Mr. Ives of the C.P.R.’s 
Calgary immigration office, estimates 
the iperease at 250 per cent, vhougn 
the dee figures are not yet available. 
Durng the spring monthe the num 
ber of intending setsiers who passed 
through Mr. Ives hands averaged 75 
daily. The majority of these were of 
American extraction, and there were 
also a large nenrber from Britain, a 
fair proporton from eastern Canada, 
and a number also of foreign speak 
ing nationalties. Nearly all of those 
were taking up homesteads, mostly i 
the C.P.R. irrigation block, though 
the other districts ut the province 
got a good share of them. Some ¥ 
the more conservative ‘of the settlers 
had a positive distrust of the irriga 
ted area ‘but, given an opportunity vf 
personal investigation of the condi 
tions prevailing there, were complete 
ly won over to an appreciation of its 
advantages, The American settlers 
have not all abandoned their farming 
interests on the other side and some 
of them are just now paying a visit 
dows south. All those who called tn 
at the irrigation office on their way 
back expressed themselves as highly 
delighted with the agricultural ¢on 
ditions in Alberta, and stated they 
were expecting bumper crops this 
year. 

The same tale of record immigra- 
tion this year comes trom the Calgary 
immigration hall, which is under ime 
chdrge of Mr. Winn. For the whole 
of the spring months the building 
was crowded with the constantly sr 
riving immigrants, and on one occa-- 
ion there were more than 80 finding 
temporary accommodation, Now, 
however, the building ie almost emp 
ty, as the stream is falling off, and 
those who came are picked up by «ne 
farmeragas soon as they arrive, the 
Toueadl io Jabor being greater than 
the supply at the@ resent time. 

The class who take advantage of! 
the immigration hall are of a\ differ 
ent type than those who visit Mr 
Ives, for wheras the former are usual 
ly of the laboring class, the latter ar: 
almost all but one in every ten o% 
twelve immigrants arriving at Ca. 
gary take advantage of his hospita 
lity. 

At the station the volume of in- 
bound passengers handled has been 
very much larger than in former 
years. 

It is very satisfactory to note that 
this year’s immigrants are of a much 
superior class to those who formerly 
came into Alberta. 

The forgoing shows that the pro 
vinee is getting a much larger per- 
centage of the immigrants than any 
other part of the Dominion, for th» 
total number from the States and 
overseas arriving in Canada is not 
greatly in excess of last year's figures

Mounted Witness:—Mr. Muir-Wi'!

Duluth Herald: The City of Edmon 
ton, which has sprung up as the 
capital of the new Canadian proving 
of Alberta with a miraculous sudden- 
ness equalled only by the manner in 
which the broad prairies of the Cana- 
dian Northwest have changed from 
an unproductive waste to a_ richly 
productive empire, has had the ad- 
vamtage, in handling its municipa) 
affairs, of starting practically now 
and thus of being able to take advan- 
tage of the errors of older nvunicipali 
ties and to adopt\methods that custom 
makes seemingly impossible in long- 
settled cities. 

Thus without having to bother with 
the opposition of vested property 
rights, the city has established its 
own public utilities, and is doing well 
with them. Edmonton owns its own 
telephones, its own electric lights, its 
own electric street railway, if own 
power plant, its own water plant, and 
practically all the publie utilities ex- 
cept the paving plant. The paving 
is being done by an outside firm, but 


with municipal ownership so wes 
established it would require only 4

For instanee, the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany is holding a large section within 
the city which it refuses to sel! or’ im- 
prove But the city taxes it just a4 
much as it would if it were coyered 
with buildings, and it yiel&& the ci 
more than $40,000 a year in taxes. 

Evidently, to subject this case to 
the criticism of supporters of vested 
interests in this country, Edmonton 
is a community of ‘Populists,” 
“Socialists” and ‘‘Anarchists’’—only 
they do not know it and are innocent- 
ly happy in the fact that their public- 
ly owned utilities give them better 
and cheaper service than privately 
owned utilities give the corporation- 
ridden cities of the United States.

cattle commence to come freely to 


the markets, we will likely drop the 
retail price of our meat proportionate 
ly with the decrease in price of cattle 
on the hoof,” said Mr, Stoecke. 

The spring cattle are late this year, 
according to Mr, Stoecke, and will) 
nottbe én the market in large num 
bers for about three weeks. They ate 
wot quite in condition not having 
quite recovered the effects of the new 
grass which has a tendency to reduce 
weight at first and later to build 
flesh, 

Mr. Stoecke has just returned from 
a tour of the different towns in this 
district and the varions summer re- 
sorts with which his company: dovs 
business, and says that he never saw 
the summer tourist traffic so heavy as 
at present. This, he says, will soon 
be over though and then there may 
be'a more abundant supply of the 
best cuts of beef, mutton, ete. on the 
market and consequently, there may 
be a reduction in price other circum- 
stances being favorable. 

This reduction may equal one cent., 
but Mr. Stoecke does not thing -hat 
it will be more than half to one-third 
cent difference whicn would bring t 
t) last year’s level. 

Tiiat the farmers who are engaged 


in mixed farming must be making 
fortunes, was the opinion of Mr 
Stoecke who spoke of the price of 


sheep, ete., paid at the present 
time compared with what a farmer 
really required to get to make money, 

“If a farmer gets an average of 6 
cents per pound for his hogs Le 
should be making a good profit, but 
last year he got an average Of 6 cents 
for his pork and this year he may | 
possibly average 7 cents, which cer 
tainly gives him a fat profit,”’ he com
